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Benefits fraudster 


owned three houses 


A RACEHORSE owner’s 
ex-wife claimed benefits 
totalling nearly £6,800 
while she owned three 
houses. 

Toni Charalambous pre¬ 
tended to be the tenant of 
one of her own houses when 
she claimed housing and 
Council Tax benefit from 
Forest Heath District 
Council. 

At the time she had two other 
houses, which she had rented to 
tenants, magistrates at Mildenhall 
heard. 

Charalambous, 45, who now 
works as a hotel waitress, said she 
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had being trying to keep her three 
children in the manner they were 
used to before the divorce. 

She admitted making a false 
claim to the council, and her case 
was adjourned for probation 
officers to prepare a pre-sentence 
report. The magistrates indicated 
they were considering a com¬ 
munity penalty 

Charalambous, of Graham 
House, Birdcage Walk, New¬ 
market, is due to appear back at 
court on August 13 for sentence. 

Sarah Otte, prosecuting for the 
council, said Charalambous 
applied for housing and Council 


Tax benefits in June of last year, 
claiming she was a tenant of a 
house in Rous Road, Newmarket, 
which she was buying on a 
mortgage. 

She produced a tenancy 
agreement in her own name, 
giving the landlord’s address as 
Mill Hill, Newmarket, one of the 
other houses she owned. 

The council later discovered she 
owned a third house in Exning 
Road, Newmarket. 

“This matter was fraudulent 
from the outset and was com¬ 
mitted over a period of nine 
months,” said Miss Otte. 

Michael Whatley, defence 
solicitor, said Charalambous 
accepted the offence was serious 
with aggravating features. 


But he said Charalambous’s 
problems arose following an 
“acrimonious” divorce from her 
husband who was a “high- 
powered businessman” owning 
restaurants and racehorses. 

Mr Whatley said she had 
accepted a £120,000 “cash 
advance” from her ex-husband but 
never received a full financial 
arrangement. 

She was trying to make a go of 
things by buying houses to rent, 
but she got in arrears with the 
mortgages. One house had been 
repossessed, and the other two 
were being sold. 

Mr Whatley said: “She may 
have to go bankrupt. She knew 
what she was doing was wrong, 
but she was desperate.”

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Police appeal after teenage gang rob youth 


A TEENAGE gang robbed a 
youth of his rucksack as he 
was cycling in Burwell.

Drink/drugs played 
part in death crash 


A DRIVER died when his 
car crashed into a tree 
after he had been drinking 
and taking cocaine, an 
inquest heard. 

Although the alcohol level in 
Michael Tidd’s bloodstream was 
not over the drink-drive limit, 
the combination of the drink and 
drug was enough to affect his 
judgment, according to a police 
report. 

Mr Tidd, 35, was not wearing a 
seat belt when his Vauxhall 
Vectra smashed into a tree on 
Undley Road, Lakenheath, on 
January 21. 

But the inquest at Bury St 
Edmunds heard that the crash 


was so severe that he may not 
have survived even if he had 
been wearing a seat belt. 

The crash happened when the 
driver’s side wheels of the car 
went onto the grass verge as he 
was trying to overtake another 
vehicle, accident Pc Adam 
Williams said in a statement read 
by the coroner. 

Mr Tidd, a car dealer, of 
Lavender Close, Red Lodge, was 
taken to the West Suffolk 
Hospital at Bury St Edmunds but 
was declared dead on arrival. 

Pathologist Dr Sheila Purdy 
said in a report that Mr Tidd’s 
death had been as a result of 
multiple injuries with the pres¬ 
ence of cocaine being a cont¬ 


ributory factor. Traces of cocaine 
at a level consistent with recreat¬ 
ional use had been detected. 

Pc Williams said that the 
presence of alcohol and cocaine 
would have been likely to have 
delayed the reactions of Mr Tidd 
and make him over-confident as 
he was trying to get the car back 
under control. 

Greater Suffolk Coroner Dr 
Peter Dean recorded a verdict of 
accidental death. 

He said: “This seems to 
demonstrate the extreme dangers 
of driving with any drugs and or 
alcohol in the system.”

Scheme is stalled 
by bats in stables 


AN ANIMAL charity has 
been accused of starting 
work to knock down old 
stables without permi¬ 
ssion. 

The stables, which are 
thought to be a potential roost 
for bats, are on a paddock in 
Newmarket where there are 
plans for a multi-million pound 
retirement development. 

People living nearby are 
opposing the scheme and want 
the paddock and stables to be 
preserved as grazing for 
racehorses. 

The land, off Snailwell Road, 
belongs to the Animal Health 
Trust, which has the Queen as 
its patron and the Princess 
Royal as its president. The 
three-acre paddock is the last 
undeveloped area of the trust’s 
former headquarters in New¬ 
market. The Trust is now based 
at Kentford, just outside the 
town. 

About 15 residents from Bal¬ 
aton Place, next to the paddock, 
attended a meeting of New¬ 
market Town Council’s develop¬ 
ment and planning committee 
where the scheme, proposed by 
English Courtyard Develop¬ 
ment, was discussed. 

The company has applied for 
planning permission for 36 
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retirement homes which are set 
to sell for around £400,000 each 
leasehold. An application has 
also been submitted for conser¬ 
vation area consent to demolish 
existing buildings on the land - 
including the stables. 

David Glover, one of the 
residents, told the meeting: “We 
were very concerned to hear 
demolition-type noises and see 
that one of the stables was 
being dismantled before an 
appropriate bat survey had 
taken place. 

“We don’t know for certain 
whether bats are roosting there, 
but we see them every 
evening.” 

Bats and their roosts are 
protected by law. 

He added that the police were 
called and it was reported that 
timbers were being removed by 
a trust employee with a crow¬ 
bar and a pickaxe. 

The committee voted to 
oppose the plans for the retire¬ 
ment homes and the demolition 
of the existing buildings. The 
issue will now go to Monday’s 
full council meeting for 
ratification before the town 
council’s views are passed on to 


Forest Heath District Council, 
the planning authority. 

Mike Spenser-Morris, who 
built the gated community 
where most of the objectors live 
- Balaton Place - on another 
piece of former Animal Health 
Trust land, said Nigel McCurdy, 
the district council’s strategic 
director of services and former 
head of planning, had prev¬ 
iously said that the paddock 
land could not be developed. 

Steve Elsom, chairman of the 
Balaton Place management 
company, said: “The site is 
within a conservation area and 
is designated as paddock land.” 

He said racehorse trainer 
James Fanshawe, whose stable 
yard is nearby, had expressed 
interest in using the paddock 
for grazing horses. 

A spokeswoman for the trust 
said: “There was no question of 
knocking down the stables. It 
was a member of our staff who 
had gone there to collect some 
equipment which was stored 
there. 

“We don’t have a specific 
interest in the development. 
But the trust is always short of 
income and if we can realise 
something from the sale of this 
land it will further the work of 
the trust.”

Fallon pleads not guilty in fraud case 


FORMER champion jockey 
Kieren Fallon has pleaded 
not guilty to a charge of 
conspiracy to defraud in 
connection with an alleged 
plot to fix the results of 
races. 

The 42-year-old and four 
other people, including 
fellow jockey Fergal Lynch, 
entered pleas of not guilty 
at a pre-trial hearing 
before Mr Justice Forbes, 


sitting in London. 

Their Old Bailey trial 
has been fixed to start on 
September 24. 

Fallon, who has a home 
near Newmarket, Fergal 
Lynch, 29, along with Miles 
Rodgers, 38, Philip Sherkle, 
42, and Shaun Lynch, 37, 
deny the allegations. 

They are charged with 
conspiracy to defraud 


between December 2002 
and September 2004, by 
interfering with the 
running of horses to 
ensure they lost races, 
defrauding punters with 
internet betting firm 
Betfair. 

Rodgers, a former racing 
syndicate director, also 
pleaded not guilty to a 
charge of concealing the 
proceeds of crime.

Smoke alarm plea 
after lire tragedy 


THE brother of a 90- 
year-old man found dead 
in a fire-damaged house 
in Newmarket has called 
for more people to use 
smoke detectors. 

The body of Raymond Cox 
was discovered on December 7 
when firefighters broke down 
the front door of his mid¬ 
terrace home in Stanley Road. 

Inside they were met by gas 
pouring from a stove in the 
kitchen and extensive smoke 
damage affecting every room 
in the house. 

Efforts by an ambulance 
crew to revive Mr Cox, a 
retired stable groom, were 
unsuccessful and he was 
declared dead at the scene.

A verdict of accidental death 
was recorded at an inquest in 
Bury St Edmunds. 

The inquest heard that a 
friend raised the alarm after 
he smelled gas when he was 
unable to get Mr Cox to answer 
the door. Mr Cox’s house did 
not have a smoke alarm. 

Greater Suffolk coroner Dr 
Peter Dean said he had 
received a letter from Mr Cox’s 
brother Rowland appealing for 
more people to fit smoke 
alarms in their homes as a way 
of preventing similar deaths. 

Dr Dean said a fire service 
report showed that there had 
been “extensive damage” 


inside the house as the result 
of a slow-burning fire. 

The source of the blaze was 
believed to have been a kettle 
on a gas hob in the kitchen 
which was still switched on 
with gas issuing when fire¬ 
fighters had gone inside, 
although the fire itself had 
gone out. 

A post mortem examination 
concluded that Mr Cox, who 
had been a heavy smoker, died 
as a result of carbon monoxide 
poisoning. 

The inquest heard that until 
the tragedy Mr Cox, a former 
prisoner of war in the Far 
East, had been active despite 
awaiting a hip replacement 
operation and still rode a 
bicycle around the town. 


Farewell to ‘gentle giant’ 


TRIBUTES have been 
paid to tractor driver 
Sam Foley following his 
death in a farm accident. 

Mr Foley, 24, died while 
driving a tractor and 
trailer on a friend’s farm 
where he was helping 
with the harvest. 

He had worked for 
Jockey Club Estates in 
Newmarket as a heath 
man on the town’s horse 
gallops for three years 
and before that worked at 
Collin Stud, Stetchworth. 

It was being arranged 
for his coffin to be taken 
to his funeral on a tractor 
and trailer and other 
tractors were expected to 
be in the procession. 

Mr Foley, lived with his 
mother, Yasmin Mullin, 
in Windsor Road, New¬ 
market. She said he had 
overcome health diffic¬ 
ulties after being born 
prematurely. 


Mrs Mullin, 54, a New¬ 
market stable worker, 
said: “When he was born 
12 weeks early he 
weighed just 21b 14oz and 
his weight went down to 
21b loz. It was touch and 
go and he was in an 
incubator for a long time. 

“But he grew up to be 
6ft tall and weighed 18 
stone. He was a real 
gentle giant. 

“We were obviously 
worried when he was 
born so early. But he 
turned into someone who 
would do anything for 
anyone. He was one in a 
million. 

“He was loved by 
everyone and no-one had 
a bad word to say about 
him. 

“He loved his tractors, 
his terrier dog and 
gardening. He would 
often cut the grass in the 
churchyard at Dulling- 


ham and tend the polo 
fields near the village. 

“We have heard that 
hundreds of people will 
be at his funeral. 

“But we can take 
comfort from the fact that 
he died doing something 
he loved.” 

He was a regular at 
The Boot pub in Dulling- 
ham where his funeral 
wake was due to be held. 

Mr Foley is survived by 
his father, David Foley, 
brother Brendan, and 
sister Emma. 

Police and the Health 
and Safety Executive are 
carrying out and invest¬ 
igation into the accident, 
which happened on a 
farm at Snetterton, 
Norfolk. He was certified 
dead at the scene. 

His funeral was due to 
be held at Dullingham 
yesterday.

Grieving family’s Ecstasy 
warning after tragic death 


THE family of drug death 
victim Darran Baker have 
made a plea for his death to 
serve as a warning to others. 

Mr Baker, 22, died after 
taking five Ecstasy tablets and 
drinking “snakebite” - a 
cocktail of lager, cider and 
blackcurrant. 

At the inquest into his death, 
Dr Peter Dean, coroner for 
Greater Suffolk, issued a 
warning about the dangers of 
illegal drug use. 

Now the family of Mr Baker, 
who lived at Hythe Close, 
Burwell, have issued a 
statement through the police. 

They said: “In the light of 


Darran’s inquest, in which a 
verdict of accidental death 
was recorded, we would like to 
thank Suffolk police and the 
staff at West Suffolk Hospital 
for the efforts that were made 
during the events of that 
tragic night in July last year. 

“Darran was loved dearly as 
a son, brother and close friend 
to many. He will be sorely 
missed by all and he will never 
be forgotten. 

“We would also like to 
reiterate the coroner’s com¬ 
ments that the events of July 
last year highlight the dangers 
of recreational drug use. 

“We hope that what hap¬ 


pened in July will lead both 
users and suppliers alike to 
rethink their actions in future 
with regard to illegal drugs.” 

Mr Baker’s temperature 
soared and he began hallu¬ 
cinating in a Newmarket night 
club during the early hours of 
the morning. 

He was taken outside where 
police then rushed him to hos¬ 
pital in a police van after 
learning there could be an 
hour’s delay in getting an 
ambulance. 

Mr Baker died that after¬ 
noon in the intensive care unit 
at West Suffolk Hospital, Bury 
St Edmunds.

Rush hour pay-as-you-go 
plans revealed for city 


COMMUTERS travelling 
into Cambridge could be 
forced to pay up to £25 a 
week just to enter the 
city.

commuters - and has put 
in a bid for £500 million of 
government funding. 

Coun Shona Johnstone, 
council leader, said: 
“We’ve got to be bold. I 
accept some people will 
be opposed to congestion 
charging but I believe 
that by using the charge 
in the right way, i.e. 
tackling congestion when 
it is at its worst and using 
money from the charge to 
provide better public 


transport alternatives, 
we can reduce congestion 
in Cambridge and keep 
the city as a place where 
people want to work, visit 
and shop.” 

She added: “There is a 
long way to go before any 
of our plans might be 
finalised. 

“We still need to get 
into a proper discussion 
with the people and bus¬ 
inesses of Cambridge¬ 
shire to find out what 
they think the issues are 
and how we can best 
tackle them.”

wanted ‘a 
nice life’ 

PENSIONER Colin Fordham rec¬ 
eived £10,500 in benefits to which he 
was not entitled over more than five 
years, a court heard.

Auctioneers rule 
out rise in rates 


RACEHORSE auctioneers 
Tattersalls has vowed to keep its 
commission at present levels 
next year - ahead of rival auction 
companies.

Mahony, Tattersalls chairman, 
said Tattersalls would continue 
to charge 5 per cent commission 
compared to other auctioneers’ 
charges of 7.5 per cent and as 
high as 10 per cent.

“We respect the fact that any 
sales company can and should 
charge as much or as little as it 
deems appropriate to the 
market, but we also recognise 
that these are legitimate 
concerns for the industry. 

“We can only say that, at this 
stage, we remain committed to 
the same levels of service to 
which we have always aspired as 
Europe’s leading bloodstock 
auctioneers, while continuing to 
charge our clients 50 per cent 
less than elsewhere. 

“We will continue to invest seven 
figure sums on an annual basis, 
we will continue to commit a 
minimum of almost £300,000 of 
our own money to the 
£2,200,000 Tattersalls Millions 
races. We will not cut corners. 
“But such commitment has to be 
reciprocated in order for it to be 
maintained."

□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Q Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


□ Send off change of address cards. 

Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move. 


WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with

Car firms in 
futures step 


NEW car releases - 
and even motor 
manufacturing plants 
- are stepping up the 
pace to save the planet. 

Renault has just 
announced that it will 
launch its first bioethanol 
car in the UK - the Megane 
Hatch E85 - at the end of 
2007, while Smart says its 
new Fortwo, out in 
September, is even more 
ecologically-aware than its 
predecessor. 

And even in the making of 
the machines, we have Ford 
saying that its wind- 
powered Dagenham, Essex, 
plant has cut back 
thousands of tonnes of 
carbon dioxide (C02) output. 

Cars first - the Megane 
Hatch E85 is in line with 
eC02, the French firm's 
commitment to producing 
vehicles that remain 
environmentally-friendly 
across their whole life cycle, 
from design to eventual 
recycling. 

Under its eC02 scheme, 
Renault offers customers a 
choice of vehicles across its 
ranges, which are both kind 
to the climate and 
motorists’pockets. 

So the new Megane E85 
uses the 1.6 16-valve 105bhp 
engine, a petrol unit that 
has undergone 

modifications so that it can 
adapt to bioethanol fuel. 

Upgrades to the fuel tank, 
the injection system and 
combustion chambers were 
developed with input from 
Renault in Brazil, where the 
firm has been selling Clios 
and Meganes that can run 
on bioethanol since 2004. 

Using E85 bioethanol fuel 
in Britain attracts a new 
business-user tax incentive 
of a two per cent discount 
on taxable car benefits, and 
the Megane E85 also comes 
with a top five-star safety 
rating. 

Renault sees biofuels as 
an effective long-term 
solution in the quest for 
control over C02 emissions, 
as they are a renewable, 
plant-based energy source. 

The crops used to produce 
biofuels absorb C02 from 
the atmosphere as they 
grow, and bioethanol is 
made by distilling 
fermented vegetable matter, 
typically in the form of 


wheat or beet in Europe, 
sugar cane in Brazil, or 
maize in the US. 

The resulting fuel is then 
mixed with petrol in 
varying proportions: five 
per cent for E5, 10 per cent 
for E10, 85 per cent for E85, 
and 100 per cent for E100. 

Prices and a full 
specification for Renault’s 
Megane E85 will be released 
nearer the end-2007 on-sale 
date. 

The new Smart Fortwo, 
meanwhile, remains true to 
the firm’s philosophy of 
combining a lifestyle 
product with environmental 
protection. 

Priced from £6,900, and on 
sale in Britain from 
September 15, the Fortwo 
will continue to be available 
with Pure, Pulse and 
Passion trim levels, 
together with new petrol 
engines and a five-gear 
transmission system, and a 
7-inch (19.5cm) longer body. 

Smart - an official 
partner of the recent Live 
Earth concerts - has this 
comment from Mercedes 
managing director Dermot 
Kelly: “The new Smart 
Fortwo offers a solution to 
the problems associated 
with urban mobility - and 
we need to have solutions 
like this if we are to face up 
to the issues around climate 
change.” 

The larger body provides 
better pedestrian safety and 
rear impact protection, as 
well as improved ride 
comfort, and the Fortwo is 
the only car in its class to 
offer an electronic stability 
control system as standard.

Finally, Ford’s engine 
production at its wind- 
powered Dagenham plant is 
saving thousands of tonnes 
of C02 and diverting almost 
twice as much waste from 
landfill. 

New figures from the 
company’s award-winning 
Dagenham Diesel Centre 
reveal that 6,500 tonnes of 
C02 a year are avoided by 
wind turbines installed over 
three years ago. 

Ford Dagenham’s other 
eco-efficient processes 
prevented more than 12,600 
tonnes of waste being sent

I needed a third in my last 
to get through and was in second place but 
made a mistake and slipped back to last, 
which meant I had to go into a run-off, 
which I won. 

“To beat current GP riders such as Jarek 
Hampel was a huge boost to my confidence. 

“It helped that some of the guys under¬ 
estimated my capabilities, they were being 
aggressive and focusing on stopping 
someone else and left holes for me to get 
through. 

“It’s been a good experience. Going into 
the series I was aiming to make the 
semi-finals, so to get this far is a bonus and 
be just five rides away from being a Grand 
Prix rider is amazing. I’ve never been to 
Denmark but I’m told Vojens rides like 
Reading which I’ve had good scores at.” 

Legault is the only Canadian 
representative in an FIM event and his
